From the Head- Quarters of the Auftrians near Spire, 
September 28. The allied Army, after three Days March, 
arrived Yelterday, in four Columns from Worms, in the 
Neighbourhood of this City. We are to reft this Day, 
but we are not at all certain whether we may not march 
To-morrow, as there is a great deal of Bread baking for 
us at Heidelberg and Spire. We have certain Intelli- 
gence, that Major-General Mentzel, being detach’d with 
600 Huflars to Sar Lewis, had puffed by Neuftadt, and 
at-a certain Diftance between that Place and Landau, 
had caufei his HufMrs to difmount, in hopes of burning 
a large Magazine which the Enemy had there of Straw 
and Forage, which is in the Outworks of the Place. He 
pafled happily Five Centinels, and juft as he came to the 
Sixth, at the Diftance of about 1¢ Paces from the Ma- 
gazine, 3 Dog bark’d, which alarmed the French, and 
rendered his Defign abortive. The Night being very 
dark, the brave Mentzel had the Misfortune to fall from 
his Horfe, and thereby hurt bis Leg very much; his 
Huffars, however, took him up, and carried him off upon 
their Shoulders ; retiring, however, in fo good Order, as 
not to lofe a Man. When he came to Nenftadr, he caus’d 
his Wound to be drefs’d, and then purfu’d his Journey 
to Kayzerlautern, where he is already arrived. We are 
in hopes this Affair will have ao ill Confequences to the 
General, fince we are aflured that his Leg is bruis’d only, 
and not broken. 

Hague, Odober ¢. According to our laft Advices from 
the Army of Prince Charlies ot Lorrain, dated the 23d 
of laft Month, his Highnefs had receiv’d a great Supply 
of Boats and Pontons, and was actually employ’d in lay- 
ing two Bridges over the Rhine, which he propos’d to 
pafs with all his Army; while the Troops, in Poffeffion 
of the Ifland of Rhintharck, attack’d the Head of the 
Bridge which the French fill preferve there. It is con- 
firmed from Worms, that the French abandon their 
Lines behind the Queich with the greateft Precipitation, 
and that Co'onel Mentzel attack’d their Rear-Guard, and 
did a great deal of Mifchief. A confiderable Body of 
Huffars, and other Irregular Troops, from the Army ot 
the Allies, have atually taken Polt in the Neighbour- 
hood of Landau, infomuch, that the Place is in a manner 
block’d up, and all the Country, between the Queich 
and the Lauter, laid under Contribution. Our Minifter 
at the Coust of Denmark, in conjunétion with the Mi- 
nifter of his Britaunick Majefty, bave interpofed in tavour 
ot Sweden, and reeeived fuch an Anfwer, as gives Hopes 
of an Accommodation. Her Majelty of Hungary has 
given a new and extraordinary Proof of her Moderation, 
by dire&ting, that on the Surrender of Ingoldftade, all 
the Jewels, and other rich Eff. &s belonging to rhe Houfe 
of Bavaria, together with the Archivesof the Eleétorare, 
fhou'd be immediately tranfmitted to Franckfort, and 
deliver’d to bis Imperial Majefty.
